At  a  Meeting  held  at  Independence  Hall,  Salt 
Lake  City,  August  22, 1872,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  in  the  proud  consciousness  *f  our 
sacred  rights,  and  appealing  to  God  to  witness  the  rec- 
titude of  our  intentions,  we  do  hereby  league  ourselves 
together,  to  contend  with  oneness  of  aim  and  of  purpose 
against  the  exacting  and  unscrupulous  tyranny,  that,  in 
the  name  of  a  religion,  has  so  long  trampled  on  the 
rights  and  'blighted  the  hopes  of  the  Mormon  people, 
seeking  by  every  species  of  terrorism  to  degrade  them 
to  its  unhallowed  purposes. 

Resolved,  That  we  pledge  each  other  and  our  God, 
with  all  the  solemnity  of  a  testimony,  to  merge  our 
political  predilections  and  our  party  preferences,  and  to 
combine  our  efforts  and  our  influence,  as  members  of 
Utah's  Liberating  League,  to  secure  and  maintain  the 
rights  of  all  the  people  of  Utah,  and  to  make  Utah  free 
indeed. 

Resolved,  That  in  order  to  give  the  movement  a 
representativerfBiaracter.  delegates  from  the  cities,  towns 
and  settlements  be  invited  to  meet  with  delegates  from 
this  city,  on  the  17th  day  of  September,  1872.  for  the 
purpose  of  electing  President,  Vice  President,  Secret  a  r\\ 
Treasurer,  and  an  Executive  Committee,  and  also  to 
draft  a  Constitution  for  the  League.
